‘A big decrease in-British shipbuilding is shown by Llovds 
Register for the quarter ended September 34, when 1,271,000 tons 
were nndor construction in Great Britain and Ireland, being a de- 
crease of 67,000 tons as compared with the quarter ending on June 
30, and’ 346,039 as compared with the corresponding period u year 
azo. Moreover, the total includes 242,000 tons on which work has 
been suspended for a long time or is in abeyance owing to the ship- 
yard diapute. Thus the tonnage actually being constructed i» only 
1,029,090, which is tha lowest on record for nearly 14 years. 
The fonnaze launched during the quarter was 66,090, compared 
. with 239,000 during the seoond quarter of the year, and only 29 
~-peagsels;of tonnage of 111,090. were commenced. compared with 77 
vessels with a tonnaze of 241,093 for the Juoe quarter. 
_ The tonnaze actually under construction abroad is 1,024,009,

OPIUM REVENUE. 


—d 


His Excellency the Governor 


‘did the Colony a distinct service 


when, in his annual Budget 
speech, he explained in a, precise 
and explicit manner tke position 
of Hongkong so far as the traffic 
in opium is concerned: We 
could, as His Excellency stated. 
do without our opium revenue 
and suffer no serious financial 
difficulties; and we could, like- 
wise, prohibit the use of opium. 
But the result of these things 
would have no effect on the 
evil—we should be ptterly unable 
to stop opium-smoking. At the 
present time, the traffic locally 
is under ‘strict control and, 
by making the’ price of the 
drag very high. we are able to 
prevent excessive smoking ex- 
cepting possibly, amongst the 
wealthy classes. Even so, opium 
still continues to’ be smuggled in, 
and itisa physical impossibility 
to keep it out. It would, as 
His Excellency said, be possible 
to deal with the opium from 
India ‘and Persie, but ‘under 
present conditions we cannot 
prevent the inflow of the drug 
from China, where’ enormous 
quantities are still produced. 
It is, therefore, impossible for 
Hongkong to abandon the Gov- 
ernment monopoly until China 
herself ceases to flood the market. 
Such a step, in tha circumstances, 
would be akin .to, cutting 
off our noses to spite our faces. 
If China ‘is really sincere in 
her detestation of opium, she has 
the opportunity of proving it. 
Personally, we think far. too 
much heed has been paid to the 
anti-opium cranks. As in the 
case of alcohol, the control of 
the traffic is far to be preferred 
to the prohibition thereof. 


The estimates of Hongkong’s 
revenue in 1924 from opium have, 
we are told, been framed in a 
spirit of optimism, based on the 
hope that the coming year may 
see an end of the struggles in 
Chine and an effort made. to 
eradicate the national vice. For 
ourselves, we see little hope of 
that prospect being realised. : It 
seems likely, therefore, that our 
revenue from opium will largely 
exceed the. estimate. His “Ex- 
cellonéy says that the tobacco 
tax. and ‘the increased” ‘stamp 


‘not: be fair-to the present-day 
taxpayer to reduce taxes, such 
a reduction to continue until 
thore is a more definite prospect
